G r a n d R a p id s , Mich., June ll.—The 
most serious riot that has occurred dur­ 
ing the strike of the street railway em­ 
ployes here took place 
Wednesday 
morning 
about 2 
o’clock. 
Pistols 
and 
clubs 
were nsed 
in a fight 
between the 
police 
and 
strikers, 
and it is stqqiosed that some men 
in the mob were wounded, 
lf this 
is a fart they have thus far succeeded 
in concealing themselves. 
Early Tues­ 
day evening Superintendent of Police 
Eastman received 
information that 
some movement was 
on 
foot 
of 
a 
.serious 
nature. 
The 
police 
learned 
that 
there 
was 
to 
be 
an 
attempt 
made 
to 
blow 
np 
the 
north 
and 
terminal 
wheel 
and pit at the Sweet street station 
of the cable line. 
Lieut. Hurley and 
twenty men were sent to the spot, 
where they secreted themselves. After 
about two hours had passed two men , 
came around the station apparently to 
see if the coast was clear. The lieuten­ 
ant captured them and took them 
away. 
Later a crowd of at least 200 men 
marched from around an embankment 
west of the track, where they had ap­ 
parently been concealed, and came to­ 
ward the station. The officers, with 
clubs in hand dashed into the mob and 
proceeded to arrest as many as they 
could and a lively battle followed. 
A 
large numl>erof the mob ran away, but 
others, some of them armed with clubs 
and revolvers stood their ground for 
awhile aud gave the officers a hard 
fight. 
V diets and stones flew thick 
and fast for several minutes. 
About 
thirty shots were fired by the mob, but 
none of the officers were hit. 
During 
the melee Detective Smith received a 
blow that made an ugly gash in his 
head which required several stitches to 
close up. 
He was jumped upou but 
not seriously injured. The officers used 
their pistols quite freely. 
When the 
fight was over and the moi) had I een 
dispersed it was found that thirteen 
prisoners had been captured. 
It has 
been reporter! that several of the mob 
were shot, as several cries were heard 
daring the fight, but all attem pts to 
get authentic information as to the 
whereabouts of the wounded has so far 
been fruitless. 
The men arrested and some others 
picked up during the day were ar­ 
raigned on a charge of conspiracy and 
admitted to bail at $2,000 each. The 
men were armed with murderous-look- 
ing bludgeons. 
Many of the men have 
firearms.

ert Eyeton officiated. The marriage 
was 
practically a secret marriage. 
Only twelve people were present at 
the 
ceremony. The bride 
looked 
charming and happy, and Sir William 
was proud-looking, cool and entire­ 
ly self-possessed. There was no trace 
in his personal appearance of depres­ 
sion or emotion resulting from the ver­ 
dict in the baccarat case. 
Lady and 
Sir William Gordon Cumming left this 
city shortly after the ceremony for the 
bridegroom’s estate, Altyre, near For­ 
res, in Scotland, where they will spend 
the honeymoon.

P e o r ia , 111., June ll.—Edward Spel­ 
man, who fell from a ladder at his dis­ 
tillery near Pekin, 111., last Thursday, 
died Wednesday at his home in this city 
from 4he effect of his injuries. Spelman 
was a member of the whisky trust and 
was worth about $1,000,000. 
His dis­ 
tillery was recently damaged by fire, 
and it was while superintending re­ 
pairs that he met with the accident 
which caused his death. 
In the fall he 
struck the upturned edge of a plank 
and his scalp was fearfully torn and 
his skull fractured. 
[Mr. Spelm an was about 50 years old, and 
had lived rn Peoria lifteen years. 
He came 
from the east to Peoria as aa agent of east­ 
ern distillers, but soon went into business 
for himself. He fought the tru st for a long 
tim e, but finally joined it and became prom­ 
inent In its affairs.

Ex-Congressman McAdoo, in his ar­ 
ticle in the Forum mentioned by the 
Gazette a few days since, insists th at 
the policy of protection will not be 
complete until the American working­ 
man is protected by laws which re­ 
strict the immigration to this country, 
of foreign cheap labor, and prevent 
its coming in competition w ith the 
labor of American citizens, as the 
products of their cheap labor abroad 
are not allowed to come into competi­ 
tion with the products of our higher 
paid labor. 
Mr. McAdoo contends th at a very 
undesirable elem ent of 
im m igrants 
are now seeking homes in this coun 
try to secure the benefits of our higher 
wages, and th at these imm igrants do 
not assimilate or seek to assimilate 
with the great body of American cit! 
zenship, and th at these im m igrants 
reduce the rate of wages paid to our 
own citizens. 
A part of the proposition is true and 
a part of it is untrue. 
It is true 
that some classes of im m igrants do 
not 
seek 
assimilation 
in 
the 
general 
mass 
and 
to 
some 
extent 
endeavor 
to 
keep 
up 
the habits and m anners of their for­ 
mer life. 
This is all wrong, and 
should be prevented by having the 
children of these people taught our 
language and customs. 
They would 
soon become Americanized. 
It is a mistake to say th at those im­ 
migrants cheapen wages. 
More of 
these classes are engaged in coal min­ 
ing than in any other occupation. One 
of the late census bulletins gives the 
output of bituminous coal in Pennsyl­ 
vania in 1889 as compared with th at 
of 1879. 
It is discovered by this bulletin th at 
whilst bituminous coal was worth in 
1879 
$1.8-10 per ton, the 
aver­ 
age rate of wages paid yearly to every 
person engaged in coal mining either 
as an operator, driver, or in arn other 
way, was $226.75. 
In 1889 the out­ 
put of coal had nearly doubled and 
the price was reduced to 77 2-10 cents 
per ton; w hilst the average rate of 
wages paid was $393.12 per year. 
These facts show a decrease of 33 per 
cent, in the value of the article pro­ 
duced, and an increase of 12 per cent. 
in the rate of wages paid, and yet 
nearly all the operators in the coal 
mines of Pennsylvania are Hungar­ 
ians, Sclavs and Italians, who have 
immigrated to this country within the 
last ten years, replacing the Cornish 
and native workingmen in this coun­

The return to Europe of two immi­ 
grants who came to this country last 
January and have since become pau­ 
pers, is an indication of the purpose 
of the adm inistration to rigidly en­

ceived numerous complaints of the lax 
way in which the law has been ad­ 
ministered at several points, and it has 
been determined to institute a reform 
at once. 
The government will have
